AGT TO ALLEWIATE 
CZECH WAR PERIL 


Quick Effort. To Ease 
Minority Question and 
Get Europe From Brink 
of Conflict To Start. 


SEEK TO MODERATE 
HENLEIN DEMANDS 


Germany and Italy Re- 
ported Ready To Move 
To Protect Nazi Coup. 


LONDON, May 6.—(#)—Great 
Britain and. France decided today 
to make a quick effort to ease 
Czechoslovakia’s minority trouble 
and get Europe away from the 
brink of possible war. 


Informed sources. said that, 
without waiting for Adolf Hitler’s 
return from his state visit to Italy, 
Sir Neville Henderson, British am- 
bassador to Germany, would see 
Field Marshall Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, acting chancellor, tomor- 
row in Berlin on behalf of the 
Democratic allies. 


Stripped of diplomatic niceties, 
the Anglo-French approach would 
include: 


1, A request for German aid in 
{getting Konrad Henlein, Nazi Jead- 
er in Czechoslovakia, to moderate 
his demands for that nation’s mi- 


nority of 3,500,000 Germans. 
Czechoslovak Concessions. 


2. An Anglo-French offer to 
“advise” the Czechoslovak gov- 
ernment to make liberal conces- 
sions. 

3. A warning that “rough han- 
dling” of the minority issue by 
Germany most certainly would 
precipitate a war. 

It was planned at the same time 
that British Minister Basil New- 
ton and French Minister Victor 
Leopold de LaCroix, in Praha, 
would press the Czechoslovak gov- 
ernment to go as far as possible 
toward meeting Henlein’s de- 
mands. 

(Henlein April 24 submitted an 
eight-point program in which he 
called for revision of Czechoslo- 
vakia’s foreign policy, self-govern- 
ment with Nazi principles for the 
German minority and other con- 
cessions. 

Minimum Demands. 

(Last Sunday he announced 
these demands “represent not the 
maximum but the minimum of 
what is necessary to solve our 
national problems” and suggested 
a plebiscite on the issue.) 

Informed sources said Britain 
would sound out feeling in War- 
saw. (There are some 80,000 
Poles in Czechoslovakia.) Sir 
Neville also would see Hitler on 
his return from Italy. 

The Berlin move was seen as 
the vital one since a peaceable so- 
lution of the Czechoslovak prob-

Subcommittee Approves 
Measure Giving Funds 
Directly to Agencies. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—(?)— 
The President’s power to choose 
his own means of spending in the 
attack on the depression would be 
sharply restricted by a bill ap- 
proved by a house appropriations 
subcommittee today. 

The measure contains the ad- 


ministration’s new multi-billion 


dollar program of spending and 
lending. -But for the first time, 
should the bill become law in its 
present form, relfef money would 
not go to the President to be ap- 
portioned as he desired. It would 
go directly to the Works Progress 
Administration and other agencies 
which actually pay out the cash. 


For that reason, Representative 


Woodrum, Democratj Virginia, in 
charge of the miéasure, called it 


the “best relief bill that ever has 
been reported.” 

“It is the only time,” he said, 
“that congress absolutely controls 
the program from beginning to 
end.” 

He added that “this is with the 
full approval of the President.” 

The legislation is scheduled to 
start through the house Tuesday. 
It provides: 

1. For the WPA works-relief 
program: $1,250,000,000, to last un- 
til next January 31. 

2. For the Public Works Ad- 
ministration: $750,000,000 for 
|grants for locally-sponsored proj- 
‘ects: authority to lend $250,000,- 
000 to local sponsors, and the right 
to use up to $500,000,000 more, 
from the PWA revolving fund, for 
loans having no connection with 
grants. 

3. For the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration: $175,000,000 for re- 
habilitation loans and grants to 
farmers. 

4. For the National Youth Ad- 
ministration: $75,000,000. 

5. For post offices and other 
federal buildings: $25,000,000 ap- 
propriation and an authorization 
for future’ appropriations of $25,- 
000,000. 

The WPA fund could be ex- 
pended only for certain types of 
projects. The maximum amounts 
for each category: $250,000,000 to

| 000,000 for roads and $575,000,000

VOUNTY TO PRB 
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$15,000 Blaze Destroys 
Stonewall Dormitory; 
Convicts Led to Safety. 


Origin of the $15,000 fire which 
early yesterday swept sleeping 
quarters of 112 negro prisoners at 
Stonewall prison camp in the sec- 
ond Fulton camp fire in less than 
30 days was being sought yester- 
day by county commissioners, fol- 
lowing conferences with A. -A. 
Clarke, superintendent of public 
works in charge of county prison 
camps. 

A blaze, which caught in the 
kitchen of the dormitory and 
spread rapidly, completely de- 
stroyed the U-shaped barracks. 


Commissioners yesterday said 
the kitchen was on the verge of 
collapse before the blaze was dis- 
covered. 

Origin Undetermined. 

Origin of the fire was undeter- 
mined. Warden Clarke said plans 
were being formulated for an in- 
vestigation and that the commis- 
sion would hold conferences dur- 
ing the next few days. 

At the camp, prison officials 
said the blaze could have started 
from the stove, where pots of 
beans were cooking for the con- 
victs’ meals yesterday. Another 
official reported the blaze could 
have originated from a hot motor 
in the refrigeration plant under 
the porch of the dormitory. 

The fire, discovered about 2 
o’clock in the morning by guards, 
burned abo':t two hours but did 
not damage the commissary, ga- 
rages, or other office buildings,

WASHINGTON, May 6.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight won 
his fight for a house Vote on the 
wages-hours bill when 218 mem- 
bers swarmed to-the well of the 
chamber in a tumultuous session 
and signed a petition dynamiting 
the measure from the hostile rules 
committee ‘onto the floor. 

The maneuver was accomplish- 
ed‘in the unprecedented time of 
two hours and 22 minutes. It as- 
sures a house vote on the con- 
troversial legislation on May 23. 
Southern Democrats who blocked 
the legislation in the rules com- 
mittee by refusing to report it, ad- 
mitted privately it will pass and 
prepared to continue their fight 
in- the senate where a filibuster 
is in prospect. 

Chairman Norton, Democrat, 
New Jersey, of the house labor 
committee which reported the leg- 
islation, hailed ‘the success of the 
petition as a victory for “the Dem- 
ocratic form of government.” Ma- 
jority ‘Leader Rayburh, Democrat, 
Texas, one ofthe last to sign, 
Said, “I-think ’the bill will pass 
—but that doesn’t mean I 
wouldn’t vote for some amend- 
ments.” ° 

No Differentials. 

In its present form the bill pPo- 
vides for minimum wages of 25 
cents an hour to be raised to 40 
cents an hour over a three-year 
period and maximum hours of 44 
a week to be reduced to 40 hours 
in two years. It would be ad- 
ministered by the Labor Depart- 
ment and enforced by the Justice 
Department. It carries no differ- 
entials between the different sec- 
tions of the country. 7 

The senate bill provides for fla 
minimum wages of 40 cents an 
hour and a maximum 40-hour 
work week. It creates a three- 
man administrative board and al- 
lows geographical differentials, 
The sharp differences between the 
two measures forecasts a bitter 
battle in conference, if a filibus- 
ter does not trap the legislation 
in the rush for adjournment.

WITH ROOSEVELT 
FOR HELIUM GAS 


Veteran Asserts Germany 
ill Never Again Use 
Zeppelins in War. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—(/)— 
The future of lighter-than-air 
transportation, in the opinion of 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the world’s 


foremost dirigible expert, depends 
entirely on the United States gov- 
ernment. 

He came here today, saluted 
with honor by the United States 
navy, to plead directly with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and other leaders 
in Washington for helium—the 
non-explosive dirigible gas over 
which the United States has a 
commercial monopoly. 

“Our newest airship, the LZ- 
130, is completed except for in- 
flation,” said the 69-year-old 
Eckener, president of the board of 
the German Zeppelin Transport 
Company. “But the LZ-130 never 
will fly unless it is filled with he- 
lium. 

“Do you know, it is just a year 
ago today that the Hindenburg, 
filled with hydrogen, burned at 
Lakehurst. Such a disaster never 
will happen again. That is one 
thing I know. 

“If we do not get hélium, there 
will be no more zeppelins. I pray 
and hope and believe the United 
States government will let us buy 
the helium we need.” 

“If political reasons are respon- 
sible for our failure to obtain he- 
lium,” said Eckener, “I shall be 
greatly surprised, for the airship 
should never be the victim of po- 
litical. circumstances. The Graf 
Zeppelin, the Hindenburg, all my 
ships, have always been an aid to 
friendly relations among nations.” 

The aeronautical veteran said 
there was-no possibility zeppelins 
evér again would be used for war 
purposes by Germany.-

PRISON CAMP FIRE

Deputy Warden T. H. Perkins 
said. 

A similar blaze destroyed the 
dormitory at the South camp less 
than a month ago. 

No Injuries Reported. 

Negro prisoners were led out of 
the burning building in orderly 
manner, and no injuries were re- 
ported. The regular guard detail 
at the camp was supplemented by 
squads of county policemen, but 
no attempts to escape were made, 
it was said. 

The fire which destroyed the 
South camp barracks originated in 
the kitchen and destroyed the 
‘building while prisoners were led 
out in an orderly manner and 
transferred to Fulton tower for 
overnight quarters. 

The Stonewall loss was covered 
by insurance, it was reported. 


Meanwhile, county commission- 
ers held a morning conference and 
laid plans for seeking federal aid 
in installing a “model” prison sys- 
tem in Fultor county with three 
main units, instead of continuing 
use of the present seven prison 
camps. 

Commissioner George F. Lon- 
gino outlined a plan for calling 
in federal prison officials and the 
new state penal board to make a 
survey of the county system and 
for aid in getting a WPA grant 
for construction of modern fire- 
proof camps. 

Under the tentative plan, three 
camps would be constructed by 
th: government and leased to the 
county on a 50-year rental-pur- 
chase plan. 

One camp would be built in 
north Fulton, another in south 
Fulton, near Red Oak, and the 
main camp would be built on the 
present Bellwood prison camp site, 
under the plan.

|RISING FRANC AIDS 
PARIS GOVERNMENT 


Finances Bolstered for 
Speedy Rearmament 
of France. 


PARIS, May 6.—(#)—The ris- 
ing franc and the flood of return- 
ing capital today gave Premier 
Edouard Daladier’s government 
the first success in its campaign 
to stabilize the currency and bol- 
ster finances for speedy rearma- 


ment of France. 

The franc, pegged by the gov- 
ernment yesterday with its base 
at 179 to the pound sterling, closed 
at 178.40 to the pound, compared 
with yesterday’s 178.90 and this 
morning’s 178.50.

REASONABLE REQUESTS 

The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has extended to the federal administra- 
tion an offer of full co-operation in efforts to 
revive business prosperity in this country. At 
the same time that group has requested of 
President Roosevelt certain modifications and 
abandonments of administration policies in its 
dealings with business. 

Careful reading of those requests reveals an 
attitude of reasonableness on the part of busi- 
ness which holds out encouragement for effec- 
tive teamwork between industry and govern- 
ment in the near future. There is an absence 
of such resentment as that which colored some 
expressions from the chamber in past years and 
an evidence of willingness to meet government 
at least halfway on issues in which the two 
interests are opposed. 

The first request, for freedom from future 
government threats to capital needs of busi- 
ness, is self-evidently necessary. One of the 
chief causes of the present depression is the 
hesitancy of private capital to invest in enter- 
prise which may face an impossible handicap 
through punitive taxes and other restrictions. 
Once lift that fear and there is ample capital, 
now idle, in the United States to finance a 
business expansion which would eliminate al- 
most all the nation’s economic troubles. 

Simple justice calls for revision of the Wag- 
ner labor relations law. As that law operates 
today one party to an agreement, the employer, 
is held to strict accountability while the other 
party, the employes, is not so held. Nothing 
could add more to the stability of industry than 
contracts between management and labor to 
which both sides could be, equally, held by the 
law. 

She proposal to leave regulation of hours 
and wages of work to the states will meet with 
wide approval. That question is, basically, one 
for state control. Such a solution would auto- 
matically solve the controversial issue of re- 
gional differentials and at the same time it 
would achieve the announced purpose of the 
present wages and hours Dill in congress, to 
do away with sweatshop conditions of work. 

The list of requests calls upon government 
to devote its chief attention to the expansion 
of foreign markets for American products, 
rather than to attempt control of markets by 
limitation of crops. It also suggests that agree- 
ments for planned production in industry 
should not place that industry in jeopardy of 
prosecution under anti-trust laws, but at the 


same time offers full co-operation in any proper 
steps for the elimination of evil monopoly or 
price-fixing practices. 

There are other proposals, but the tenor of 
the entire list is such that government can, 


without sacrifice of its broad principles of hu-. 


manitarian reform, and with simple business 
Sagacity, accept the great majority of the sug- 
gestions. 

This country, it has been frequently pointed 
out, is based upon business initiative and pri- 
vate enterprise. It can only hope to regain its 
place in the economic sun through providing 
every possible encouragement to legitimate pri- 
vate effort. 

Curtailment of economic liberty is the first 
step toward loss of political liberty. Both busi- 
ness and government should ever -keep this 
truth in mind and neither should permit abuses 
which imperil that individual freedom which 
is the proudest boast of the American democ- 
racy.

THE VALUE OF NAVAL STRENGTH 
With the passage of the big navy bill by 
ling an increase of 23 per cent 
in the present strength of the fleet, this coun- 
try has said, in effect, that sufficient power 
will be massed to keep any invader at a safe 
distance from our shores and to protect Amer- 
ican interests whenever and wherever warrant- 
ed. The bill, it must be stressed, does not ap- 
propriate funds for this expansion, but merely 
authorizes construction. In the event this did 
not continue to be a necessity, congress can 
stop the program simply by refusing appropria- 
tion of funds. ‘ ‘ 

Under present world conditions, however, 
this nation would be penny-wise and pound- 
foolish in not making certain that our sea 
strength is sufficient to cope with any emer- 
gency within reason. The expansion still would 
not provide enough vessels for a full Atlantic 
fleet and a full Pacific fleet. It does, however, 
furnish a guarantee of a margin of safety. 

A country adequately prepared for trouble 
can almost always be assured of peace—an 
honorable peace. In a nation so well isolated 
as the United States this is especially true. The 
great tragedy is that a formula has not been 
determined which would permit reasonably- 
balanced armaments throughout the world, 
which ‘would act as a deterrent against outside 
aggression yet not permit outward aggression. 

The United States led in the movement for 
naval limitation, making more than her share 
of sacrifices to accomplish this aim. Today, 
however, these treaties have been scrapped and 
the balance of power disturbed by aggressor 
nations. In these treaties the United States 
voluntarily surrendered the power which today 
would enable diplomats to back representations 
with sufficient strength to force consideration. 
Nations of the acquisitive temperament cannot 
be stopped when they know the protests of 
another nation are not backed with sufficient 
weapons for. enforcement of demands. This 
is true even when actual use of these weapons 
is not even considered. Force, it has well been 
said, is a necessary handmaiden to successful 
diplomacy in this troubled world. 

While an enlarged navy, as provided in the 
expansion Dill, will not permit this threat of 
force, it will insure this country against any 
such threat against itself. It will permit of 
operations far enough from the coast of the 
United States to stave off any blockade and to 
keep war from the doorsteps of its citizens, 

Certainly it has not plunged this country 
into an armaments race. It has merely pro- 
vided for an eventual weapon which would 
guarantee an honorable peace.

DIVORCE BY AGREEMENT 

(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

The rule of the Law of Moses-was that “when 
a man hath taken a wife and it comes to pass 
that she finds no favor in his eyes, then let him 
write her a bill of divorcement and send her out 
of his house.” This was an ancient custom which 
for thousands of years had governed the early 
races of mankind. But when the Pharisees asked 
Jesus if it were lawful for a man to put away his 
wife for every cause, He answered that “what 
God hath joined together, let no man put asunder.” 
Then He declared a cause which is not only the 
main basis of the church’s law on the subject, but 
which has been written into all the codes and 
statutes of succeeding generations—infidelity. 

As the church extended her jurisdiction over 
the minds and consciences of men, its resolute 
stand against promiscuous divorce became the 
standard of procedure. This was a sharp reversal 
from the later laws of the Greeks and the Romans. 
The Roman matron had so far manumitted her- 
self that she, too, could write a bill of divorcement 
and what is more could assert certain property 
rights that had formerly been denied to her. 

But there were many who continued to insist 
that marriage was a civil contract. That being 
true, it followed that the contract could be set 
aside or ended by proper legal authority. 

That is the conception that obtains in all of 


the states of the American Union today except 


South Carolina, which recognizes no cause for 
divorce. Of course, various causes are recognized 
by various states. These causes must be proven 
or confessed in court. 

Diverce is now possible in Arkansas by mu- 
tual consent. A husband and wife may agree to 
disagree with or without cause. They may go their 
separate ways without explanation. The only re- 
quirement is that they remain separated for three 
years. At the end of that time, “the court shall 
grant an absolute decree at the suit of either 
party.” Both Tennessee and Mississippi make sepa- 
ration a ground for —— and limit the separa- 
tion to two years, but it must be wilful, obstinate 
and even malicious. It cannot be by agreement; 
that is, the pleadings must not indicate that there 
has been an agreement,

“Georgia’s clouded political at- 
mosphere began to clear yester- 
day when Secretary of State John 
B. Wilson followed Superintendent 
of Schools M. D. Collins in an- 


nouncing his candidacy for “ re- 
election. Both Wilson and Collins 
had been. widely mentioned as 
possible gubernatorial candidates. 
, Meanwhile, Governor Rivers 
remained -silent on his future 
plans. There has been talk that 
he will oppose Senator Walter F. 
George, but every indication: has 
been that he will seek re-election. 

Already Rivers is opposed by 
Hugh Howell, Atlanta attorney, 
and there are:reports from Fay- 
etteville that Charles D. Redwine, 
former senator and banker of that 
city, whom Rivers defeated two 
years ago, might make another ef- 
fort to obtain the office. 


Refuses Comment. 

Rivers was at his desk at. the 
capitol yesterday but he refused 
“ comment on the political situa- 
ion. 

“I haven’t ‘given politics a 
thought since my speech two 
weeks ago,” the Governor said. 
“My announcement, however, will 
be made in ample time.” 

In a speech before the state 
Democratic executive committee 
two weeks ago, Rivers said he was 
postponing until later any an- 
nouncement he had to make of: his 
plans, asserting that he did not 
wish to become a candidate for 
any office at that time. 

The Governor’s announcement 
now is expected within a week or 
10 days. Senator George recently 
announced he would be a @ndi- 
date for re-election. He is ex- 
pected to make a formal an- 
nouncement and qualify as soon 
as possible. The entries are to be 
closed June 1.

Wealthy Lord 
Of Ancient Line 
Dies in England 


LONDON, May 6.—(#)—The 
ninth Duke of Devonshire, tow- 
ering master of one of England’s 
greatest feudal families, died to- 
day at the age of 69 within the 
historic walls of his principal seat, 
Chatsworth House, where Mary, 
Queen of Scots, once was impris- 
oned. 

Statesman-sportsman, he was a 
former governer genera] of Can- 
ada and one of the wealthiest 
landowners in England. 

The origins of his line are lost 
in English antiquit One of his 
ancestors was Sir John Cavendish, 
a ‘chief justice who in 1381 was 
beheaded at Bury St. Edmunds by 
insurgent peasants led by Jack 
Straw and Wat Tyler, who re- 
volved against a poll tax. 

Big, Stelid, but keen and reso- 
lute, the Duke—Victor Christian 
William Cavendish—spent his last 
years passionately hating automo- 
biles, fishing for giant salmon on 
one of his five great estates, en- 
tertaining royalty and riding in 
hansom cabs. 

A few years ago he called mo- 
tor cars “foul, stinking things and 
horrible brutes” and mourned the 
old days when men rode like gen- 
tlemen “and not like crashing 
cads.” 

The royal apartments in his 
Chatsworth House in Derbyshire 
have housed many kings and 
queens. But when George V and 
Queen Mary went there in 1933, 
the Duke and Duchess relinquish- 
ed their own rooms, thinking the 
state apartments not good enough. 

The Duke’s landholdings ex- 
ceeded 180,000 acres. But in 1926 
Chatsworth House and other es- 
tates were turned over to a cor- 
poration to escape tax burdens.

“We have never lived together 
since the day we were married, 
February 10,” he said from the 
witness stand. 

As the result of a wife’s com- 


plaint that her husband “Wouldn't 
take her anywhere and made her 
life miserable,” the husband must 
pay her $40 a month alimony and 
provide an additional $60 a month 
for their seven-year-old daughter, 
until she is 21 years old, under the 
court’s ruling, 

One husband took the stand 
yesterday and turned the table on 
the women. He said he wanted 
a divorce on grounds of | cruel 
treatment. 

“She nagged me all the time,” 
he said. “I stood #t as long as I 
could but .I soon became a total 
wreck.” : 

Another husband complained 
that his wife nagged him, too, and 
chided him constantly for not 
bringing a larger weekly pay 
check. 

A young wife seeking her single 
status again, said she was tired of 
trying to support her husband, 
testifying that “both of us have 
been living.on my earnings.” 


Temperament Is Blamed for Rift 
Of Actress O’Dea, Pitcher Gomez 


NEW YORK, May 6.—(#)—Su- 
preme Court Justice Levy, hear- 
ing the separation suit of Actress 
June O’Dea against her husband, 


Vernon (Lefty) Gomez, the Yan- 
kee baseball pitcher, decided to- 
day that both are “highly temper- 
amental people.” 

He said so after a four-hour 
conference with attorneys for the 
couple, held in an effort to set- 
tle amicably Miss O’Dea’s charges 
of cruelty and desertion.

Complete satisfaction with the 
theory and organization of the 
state-wide spelling effort and with 
the widespread response from 
Georgia children was expressed 
yesterday by Dr. Collins. 


“No one can doubt the educa- 
tional value of this movement to 
arouse children’s interest in spell- 
ing,” he said. “From every section 
of Georgia word has come of the 
enthusiasm of the pupils and of 
the appreciation folk feel for The 
Constitution’s very thorough and 
democratic method of procedure. 

“One point I wish to emphasize. 
It is that the children themselves 
are the paramount consideration. 
They will come from mountains 
and coast, from cities and ham- 
lets, from farms and _ industrial 
points, and all arrangements have 
been made with these facts firm- 
ly in mind. To the fullest extent 
possible a quiet atmosphere will 
be maintained, and the self-pos- 
session of the small contestants 
safeguarded. 


“Show” Is Barred. 


“Each of them will have gained 
experience in the procedure, hav- 
ing participated already in grade, 
school and system contests. Never- 
theless, we are not planning a 
‘shov’” but a genuine spelling bee 
whose first and most important 
purpose is to demonstrate the 
spelling ability of the children.” 

Dr. Collins will greet the con- 
testants in the auditorium of the 
school at 11 o’clock. Ushers will 
install the system champions in the 
first rows, separating them from 
the other guests, who will be seat- 
ed farther back in the auditorium. 
Addressing the competitors, the 
state superintendant will outline 
the day’s plans, and will urge each 
speller to concentrate on the task 
in hand. 

Ten teachers, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. H. H. Bixler, of the 
Atlanta schools’ administrative 
staff, will accompany the children 
to five class rooms, where, in 
small groups, with two teachers 
to each group, the children will 
register and a written test of 50 
words will be conducted. Unmark- 
ed paper and pencils will be sup- 
plied. . 

At the close of the written test, 
luncheon will.be served, cafeteria 
style, to the champions and guests. 
During the luncheon the papers 
will be graded and at its close 
Dr. Collins will announce the 
names of survivors who are to 


participate in the oral final. 


Non-Finalists to Tour. 


While preparations then go for- 
ward for the oral competition, the 
non-survivors will be placed in 
busses under the direction of Miss 
Lilly Mae Robinson, of The Con- 
stitution staff, and, escorted by 
two motorcycle policemen, will 
tou. Atlanta. They will visit the 
capitol and be received by Gover- 
nor Rivers at about 2 o’clock. 

Afterward they will be taken to 
Grant Park to view the Cyclorama 
and the zoo, returning through the 
city to the school to arrive ap- 
proximately with the close of the 
spelling competition. 

Meantime, refreshed by the 
luncheon and the intermission, the 
remaining contestants will be as- 
sembled on the stage of the school 
auditorium shortly before 2 
o'clock. There Dr. Collins, the 
judges and Fred Daiger, of 
WGST’s announcing staff, will 
prepare for the oral contest. Num- 
bered placards will be given the 
children to be worn for ease of 


identification by the judges, an-

GEORGIA BAR HEARS 
DEAN OF COLUMBIA 


Law School Head Discusses 
Federal ‘Interference’ 
in Business. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., May 6.—(P)-— 
Georgia lawyers were told today 
governmental “interference”. in 
private control of industry is 
likely to continue until there is 
assurance that “abuses will nut 
recur with a relaxation of gov- 
ernmental regulation.” 

Dean Young B. Smith, of Co- 
lumbia University Law School, 
addressing the annual meeting of 
the Georgia Bar Association, said 
those in control must “develop a 
greater sense of public responsi- 
bility.” 

The evils of “big business’, he 
said, are noé® inherent in the cor- 
porate mechanism, “but are due to 
the fact that individuals too often 
use it for purposes which are det- 
rimental to the wellbeing of so- 
ciety as a whole.” 

Labor’s Power. 

The Columbia dean _ included 
labor organizations in his survey 
of current problems, stating their 
ascendancy had placed in the 
hands of labor leaders the “power 
of paralyzing business and indus- 
try through strikes, whether jus- 
tified or not, thus inflicting ines- 
timable’ harm upon the entire 
country.” 

Too many “misfits, and mis- 
takes” are crowding the legal pro- 
fession, C. Baxter Jones, Macon 
attorney, told the group. A suc- 
cessful lawyer he said, should pos- 
sess courage, faith, sound judg- 
ment, persuasive personality and 
high character. 

Efforts on the part of courts to 
reduce county expenses were de- 
scribed by Judge J. H. Hawkins, 
of Marietta. He said small county 
superior courts worked léfig hours 
to reduce the cost of operation. 

Regenstein Is Speaker. 

The Georgia corporation act, 
Louis Regenstein Jr., of Atlanta, 
told the convention, was “de- 
signed to provide the flexibility 
necessary. to efficient corporate 
functioning in a world of perplex- 
ing finance, with due regard to 
the interests deserving of public 
protection.” 

The general assembly left to 
congress the matter of social re- 
form of the modern corporation, 
he added. 

Discussing the life of Justice 
James M. Wayne, of Savannah, 
who served on the supreme court 
bench with famed Chief Justice 
John Marshall, Judge Warren 
Grice, of the Georgia supreme 
court, declared: 

“It may well be doubted 
whether Georgia, in all the long 
list of her public men, ever gave 
to the service of the republic a 
son who had more to do with the 
making of history.” 

The lawyers attended the an- 
nual banquet of the association 
tonight. Judge A. L. Franklin, of 
Augusta, was toastmaster. 

Officers will be elected and 
committee reports acted on at the 
final session tomorrow.

Nazism is the greatest enemy 
of Americanism, Mack Frankel, 
chairman of the boycott commit-

“The general conference of the 
Southern Methodist church over- 
whelmingly voted for unification 
of our church with the other two 
branches of Methodism in this 
country. The judicial council of 
the church has ruled that the 
church acted legally in adopting 
this plan of unification. 


“As stated previously, I fail to 
see any great need for unification 
of the churches, but since the pro- 
ponents of the plan have em- 
phatically stated that the princi- 
ples and traditions of southern 
Methodism will be preserved by 
the establishment of jurisdictional 
conferences, and that the general 
conference, with representatives 
from the various jurisdictions, will 
deal only with problems of a con- 
nectional nature, including mis- 
sions, it may be that unifying 
Methodism will be a_ progressive 
step. 

“The Southern Methodist church 
will still be in existence until the 
unifying conference completes the 
plan. Until this is done and we 
know definitely what the prin- 
ciples of our church will be under 
unification, I sincerely hope that 
our members will not act hastily 
in withdrawing from the church 
or attempting to establish a new 
branch of Methodism. I urge all 
members of the church, and espe- 
cially the officials and leaders, to 
secure a new discipline of church 
law, together with the plan of uni- 
fication, and to become thorough-

NEW YORK, May 6.—The two 
end-of-the-week developments 


80 which heartened the financial dis- 


trict the most were the recovery 
in the public utility stocks and 
the hardening in the high-grade 
bond market, in which -not only 
the utilities but the top-flight rails 
participated. 

The demonstration in the utility 
shares was founded on Washing- 
ton advices to the effect that a 
settlement of the difficulties be- 
tween the TVA and the Common- 
wealth & Southern was believed 
to be near. That report was 
fathered by Arthur Krock, of the 
New York Times, and was gen- 
erally credited. However, cautious 
confirmation was to be had from 
other sources and the result was 
a broad buying movement: in the 
long neglected light and power 
shares. 

As a matter of fact, the utilities 
for a number of weeks have been 
showing signs of a sold-out condi- 
tion. On the April rally they made 
a better showing than either of 
the other two groups and came 
nearer to the February peak, but 
always on small volume. 


What has been holding the util- 
ities back has been fear of gov- 
ernment competition rather than 
concern over earnings, although 
earnings have fallen off more or 
less. 

President Thomas N. McCarter, 
of the Public Service Corporation 
of New Jersey, discussing the ef- 
fect of the business setback on the 
industry, said the other day that 
the only real loss was ‘in the in- 
dustrial power business, resulting 
from lessened activity of manu- 
facturing establishments.

RE-ENACTS MURDER 


Aged Convict Breaks Down 
Upon Glimpsing Death 
Bungalow. 


SEATTLE, May 6.—(#)—The 
aged Mrs. Mary Eleanor Smith 
wept and pleaded for the life of 
her convict son today as she fal- 
teringly re-enecated one of the 
four asserted murders in which 
she implicated him on the eve of 
her own release from prison. 

Before police and prosecutors 


she helped reconstruct the scene 
in which, she said, the son, De 
Casto Earl Mayer, 43, hammered 
James Eugene Bassett, formeér 
World War flyer, to death in a 
“little brown house” north of here 
nearly 10 years ago.
